Sins 
were Sins, and where the Eſſence was the 
fame, the Degrees mattered little. This con- 
tradicts human Nature, and common Senſe; 
and the Laws of all Nations diſtinguiſn in 
the Puniſhments which they inflict, between 
Crimes as they are more or leſs pernicious to 
the Society in and againſt which they are com- 
mitted, Fhat God does ſo roo, we need not 
queſtion. The Judge of the whole Earth 
muſt certainly do right.

The Goods we 
enjoy are the Means of out Subfiſtence here, 
and he that againſt our Wills takes them from 
us, does more or leſs, according to the great - 
neſs of our Loſs, deprive. us of our Sabſt- 
ſtence. © This ſhews (the Juſtice of the ſixth, 
ſeventh and eighth Commandments. And 
fince none of thoſe things to which by the 
Original Grant frem our common Maker we 
habe a juſt Title, are ſecute, if Calumny and 
falſe Accuſations are once allowed; therefore 
falſe witnefling is alſo forbidden in the ninth 
Commandment. And fince a deſire of pof- 
ſeſſing what is not our owa, and what we ſee 
others enjoy, will, 'if encouraged, naturallyi 
lead Men to as many ſorts of Injuſtice, as 
there are Sorts of Defires; therefore coveting 
what is not out own is fenced againſt by the 
tenth Commandment. 
B this Detail it plainly appears why I fet
